Select someone to oversee your recycling

program. Your Recycling Coordinator is

responsible for arranging recycling

collection, encouraging employees and

overall program monitoring.

2. Arrange for collection by calling

Allied Waste’s Commercial Recycling

Coordinator at 432.1234.

3. Get recycling bins. Allied Waste Services

provides outdoor recycling containers

and carts (which can be used indoors

if space allows). You will need to

purchase indoor recycling containers

for collection then transfer the outside

contents to the Allied Waste container

for collection.

4. Identify recyclable items. Educate

your employees on the various beverage

containers in the CRV (California

Redemption Value) program.

Label every recycling

bin to indicate exactly what items

go in the bin.

7. Kick-off the Recycling Program.

Announce your new recycling program

at staff meetings or on a bulletin board.

• Keep Up the Enthusiasm. Create

employee recycling incentive programs

to keep the momentum going. Here

are some simple ideas to keep your

employees engaged in recycling:

• Reward yourselves for recycling and

have a quarterly party. If you saved

money as a result of recycling you

can use some of these funds!

• Recognize employees who reduce

the company’s waste — “Recycler

of the Month.”

8. Let your customers know you run a

recycling-friendly establishment —

display window stickers or posters.
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alifornia’s start this year of mandatory computer

and television recycling — paid for by consumer

fees of up to $10 — has sparked congressional

interest in developing a nationwide policy on dealing with

electronic waste. E-waste is hazardous because it contains

toxic metals including lead, cadmium and mercury that can

leach into groundwater.

Americans discard 133,000 PCs daily. According to the research

firm Gartner, Inc., most television sets or computers contain

up to 8 pounds of lead, and some big-screen TV’s have about

30 pounds of leaded glass. In all, the U.S. Environmental

Protection Agency estimates American businesses and consumers

dispose of two million tons of outdated or broken electronic

devices annually!

In California, funds have started flowing through our state’s

e-waste recycling program. About $7.8 million has been

collected and the first funds are being distributed to the

100 authorized recyclers in the state. These firms receive

28 cents a pound for the devices, which may be reconditioned

and sold or dismantled for parts and metals. The recyclers in

turn pay 20 cents a pound to collectors who pick up trash

across the state and deliver the computers and TVs.

The County of Santa Clara will take measures to ensure

electronic equipment is being discarded properly and that

it’s being recycled according to state law.

Allied Waste Services recycles computer and television monitors

for a fee at its Newby Island Landfill. Call Customer Service

at 432.1234 for information.
